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Rumanian Pleads For American Unity 


Former Court Physician Residing Here Gives Interesting Sidelights 
On Life Under Nazis, Sees Fascist Trend In Coal Mine Strikes 


“What American labor dées not seem to realize in the 
present emergency,” said Dr. Theodore Fischer-Galati, Ru- 
manian native now residing on Main street, “is that it alone, 
and not Roosevelt, or Knox, or Stimson, or Willkie, has the 
power of preserving the democracy of the whole world.” 


“For every able-bodied man that 
works in America today ‘to aid the 
defense effort, another child is 
saved in Hurope. The American 
laborer must understand that only 
he is the possible liberator of his 
unfortunate co-workers in other 
lands, of children, women, and old 
people, and that it will be his honor 
alone, when the war is over, to 
have worked to save ‘their lives in 
spite of any political influence ‘to 
poison his will.” 

Dr. Galati is, perhaps, as well 
qualified as anyone in Andover to 
speak of the best ways of combat- 
ing the spread of Hitlerism. A na- 
tive of Rumania, close neighbor 
and half-hearted ally of Germany, 
in the present Russian imbroglio, 
he has lived in this part of ‘the 
world only during the past three 
years, and has seen at close hand 
the rise of Hitler and the menace 
he constitutes to European free- 
dom. 


HAS WON ROYAL DECORATION 


Dr. Galati is more ‘than a refugee 
doctor. He has had a distinguished 
career aS a physician to the Ru- 
manian court and as professor of 
medicine in the Royal University 
of Rome. On ‘the desk of his office 
in Lawrence you can see the medal 
of the Rumanian Crown Order for 
Science, awarded him after an out- 
standing series of lectures in Bar- 
celona and Madrid. 

Three years ago, he was invited 
by the Mexican government to 
study the alarming spread of blind- 
ness among the natives of the 
southern part of that country. Over 
20,000 peons were made sick or 
blind each year by a microbe en- 
tering the skin through the bite of 
a fly technically called tthe “simu- 
lada.” Cooperating with Harvard’s 
famous Professor Strong, working 
along similar lines in Africa, Dr. 
Galati traced the origin of the mal- 
ady—called, fresh from the original 
Greek, “onchocercosis’—to Guate- 
mala, 


THEN TO NORTHERN MEXICO 


Successful in his fight against 
disease in southern Mexico, Dr. 
Galati received another call. This 
time it was to work among the In- 
dians living close to the American 
border, all members of a _ ‘tribe 
called the Chee-ka-poos, most of 
them suffering from an inflam- 
matory eye disease named tra- 
choma. This time, no fault was to 
be found with conditions in Mexi- 
co, as Dr. Galati’s researches 
brought out ithe fact that ‘the In- 
dians were originally native Ameri- 
cans, had been colonized in Mexi- 
co, and had caught the disease 
from their tribal brothers still liv- 
ing in Oklahoma. 

How about a cure for these peo- 
ple? That, unfortunately, was an- 
other story. The main difficulty 
was a vitamin deficiency in ‘the 
Mexican diet, and that, of course, 
could not be changed without a ti- 
tanic revolution in the Mexican 
economic system. Unable to pre- 
vent the disease, the Mexican gov- 
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ernment is at present doing its best 
to cure it, and has recently erected 
a fine hospital in the city of 
Huixtla. 


NOW PROFESSOR OF MEDICINE 


Ait the conclusion of his Mexican 
campaign, a Rumanian physician 
who had come to this part of the 
world in ‘the first place only to ac- 
complish a specific task assigned 
him, received another call. This 
time he was appointed to lecture 
on diseases of the eye at ithe Mid- 
dlesex Medical School, and has 
been there ever since, dividing his 
time between his professional 
duties and his practice in Law- 
rence. He has made his home here 
in Andover, however, ever since 
coming to ‘this country. Until the 
disastrous fire there a month ago, 
he had maintained offices in Law- 
rence’s Blakely Building. 


The flight of his wife and chil- 
dren to America is a dramatic 
story, none the less so because 
hundreds of other Nazi-made refu- 
gees in this country can tell a 
similar one. All during his stay 
in Mexico, Dr. Galati had regarded 
his mission in America as only a 
temporary one. Madame Galati and 
her two sons had remained at their 
home in Rumania, expecting that 
the present war would never af- 


fect them. Early last year, the 
Galatis made the sad discovery 
that ‘their own country was no 


longer safe for them. They made 
plans to emigrate to this country. 
Securing passage ‘to America was 
difficult. Getting to a transoceanic 
port was even more SO, as the only 
ships to America sailed out of Lis- 
bon, Portugal. Italy had just closed 
its boundaries to emigrating Ru- 
manians. At ‘the same time, Bul- 
garia joined the Axis, and likewise 
forbade emigrants to pass through 
its territories. Only Greece of- 
fered hospitality to a fleeing Ru- 
manian, and Greece itself was soon 
to pay the price for maintaining 
its freedom. 

THROUGH MINED WATERS 
AND BLOCKADES 

Mme. Galati perceived that she 
would soon be a captive in her own 
country. Any means of escape was 
preferable to staying where she 
was. A plane was leaving for Ath- 
ens. Hurriedly she made passport 
arrangements, packed ‘the most es- 
sential of her belongings, and was 
soon on her way, with her two 
sons, to the shore of the Mediter- 
ranean. More difficulties awaited 
her there. It was necessary for the 
ship to sail through heavily mined 
waters to Gibralter, and to submit 
there to a rigid examination by the 
British patrol. There were no inci- 
dents on the trip, however, and 
the small family arrived safely in 
America. 

Now that they’re here, the Gala- 
tis intend to become good Ameri- 
can citizens. They don’t intend to 
go back. Alneady, they have filed 
application for their first naturali- 
zation papers, and they are waiting 
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impatiently for the five years to 
pass before they can become real 
Americans. 


RUMANIANS EAGER TO 
COME HERE 


They realize that they were more 
than fortunate to secure entrance 
to America in the first place. Spe- 
cial assistance from such high pub- 
lic officers as Sens.H.Styles Bridges 
and David I. Walsh and Represen- 
tatives George Holden Tinkham 
and John MacCormack, was needed 
to win them admission under the 
limited quota of 280 expatriates a 
year. Rumanian quotas have all- 
ready been filled for ‘the next ten 
years, according to Dr. Galati’s fig- 
ures, and close to 20,000 more are 
on the interminable waiting list. 


Not ‘that the state department de- 
liberately makes difficulties for ‘the 
ambitious immigrants, he points 
out, but that self-preservation de- 
mands delay, inquiry, quota estab- 
lishments. In most cases, those 
who are undesirable citizens of 
their native countries would make 
very desirable ones here. Never- 
theless, some of them would be un- 
desirable anywhere. The work of 
German ‘tourists’ in several coun- 
tries now dominated by the Axis 
preclude our offering anything but 
the most guarded hospitality. 


NEIGHBORS OR ENEMY 
AGENTS 


Dr. Galati never had any actual 
experience with quislings. They 
were, however, always a ‘threat to 
his peace of mind. Polish refugees 
poured into Rumania shortly after 
the outbreak of the war. Six or 
eight of them would be sheltered 
in his home at atime. Yet any one 
of them might have been a Ges- 
tapo agent, secretly prying into his 
personal sympathies, recording his 
eligibility for a purge in the event 
of a future Nazi occupation. 


Rumanians are among the least- 
known people of Europe. What are 
they like? Well, as Dr. Galati de- 
scribes them, they’re a mild, peace- 
ful, philosophical race, the founda- 
tion of whose character is hospi- 
tality. As mentioned above, he has 
often kept as many as eight Polish 
refugees in his home at one time. 
Any Rumanian peasant, on the ar- 
rival of a guest, will not only share 
his bread with him, but even sleep 
outside the cabin door in order that 
his friend may have shelter in the 
crowded quarters within. 


UNDER THE NAZI HEEL 


No people with such characteris- 
tics as that, the doctor believes, 
would willingly cooperate with the 
Nazis in their war on Russia. Any 
assistance Rumania gives is due, 
first to the fact that the Rumanian 
government is under heavy pres- 
sure from the Axis; secondly, that 
its starving people must fight or 
go hungry. 

Dr. Galati might himself have a 
high office in the Rumanian gov- 
ernment if it were not against his 
highest principles. Three separate 
times he was nominated to what 
corresponds to an American con- 
gressman; three times he refused, 
foreseeing that weak King Carol 
would not be able to restrain the 
Iron Guard, then headed by one 
Zelia Codreanu, After the exile of 
Carol, due mainly to the interven- 


tion of General Ion Antonescu, the 
Iron Guard split into two factions. 
One, with Horea Simu at its head, 
was willing to accept German dom- 
ination; the other, made moderate, 
sustained Antonescu in an anti-Nazi 
policy. 

GERMANS OFFERED TO 

TO TAKE OVER 

With the beginning of the Anton- 
escu regime, Simu fled to Germany. 
There he found high favor with 
German Foreign Minister von Rib- 
bentrop, who threatened to straight- 
en out Rumanian affairs in the typi- 
cal German fashion, if that country 
would not give to the Axis what- 
ever assistance it required. Faced 
with such an alternative, Anton- 
esco’s government has since given 
Germany oil, grain, and all kinds 
of foodstuffs, has turned over ‘to it 
the large British armament and am- 
munition factories at Recetza, and, 
more recently,has furnished troops 
to fight under German officers on 
the Russian front. 

These, however, are things that 
Dr. Galati would like to forget. He 
would rather remember the gallant 
Rumanian soldiers of 1917, who, 
dressed in ragged civilian clothes, 
living for two or three days on an 
onion and a piece of bread, armed 
with just about anything that could 
decently be called aweapon, defeat- 
ed the superb German forces at 
Marasesti. 


STILL FIGHTING HITLER 


Today, too, Rumania has its 
heroes. Right now in London, its 
Ambassador Tilea is getting ‘to- 
gether a strong Free Rumanian 
force, similar in aims and organi- 
zation to De Gaulle’s Free French- 
men. And when tthe war is won, 
another popular leader, Julius 
Maniu, will restore the Rumanian 
way of life to its old democratic 
basis. 

That seems to presuppose that 
the British are going to win the 
war, doesn’t it? Well, he thinks 
they will. Not without American 
supplies, however, for, without 
them, England has very little 
chance of survival. 


OF ALL THINGS, SHIPS! 


What does England need most? 
Astonishingly enough, the answer 
is—ships. The British empire, long 
recognized as the world’s foremost 
maritime power, needs vessels for 
the transport of its troops to 
Europe. Without an invasion of the 
continent, thinks Dr. Galati, the 
war will be fought to a stalemate. 
American soldiers will definitely 
not be needed, but American ship- 
yards must produce 1000 ships for 
troop transportation. With 1500 
soldiers aboard each, a mighty 
force of a million and a half men 
can land somewhere on the coast 
of an occupied country and battle 
its way to victory. 

If Britain is ito have ships for 
conquest, he adds, America must 
build them. There must be no tie- 
ups and delays caused by unreason- 
able strikes. Hence, the statement 
we quoted from him at the begin- 
ning of the story, that the outcome 
of the war depends solely and sim- 
ply on the cooperation of the Amer- 
ican worker. 


WILL AMERICA TURN FASCIST? 


Besides hampering defense pro- 
duction, strikes in vital industries 
may seriously affect the American 
way of life. The rise of the Nazi, 
according to his observation, was 
helped largely by industrial un- 
rest. American people, becoming 
embittered day by day, year by 
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year, will eventually evolve into 
ideal subjects of a Fascist state. 

The arrival of that day, if it ever 
comes, will spell the end of free- 
dom. Liberty in Russia today, for 
instance, is largely a matter of 
written words, exercised more in 
theory than in practice. There is 
a sort of negative freedom there— 
the freedom not to do a particular 
thing—but ithere is nothing posi- 
tive, no free enterprise, no chance 
for expansion, no opportunity for 
individual success, no liberty to fol- 
low a personal whim. 

That kind of freedom you find 
only in America. And Dr. Galati is 
thankful that he may enjoy it to 
the end of his days, 4000 miles 
from his native land, hight here in 
Andover. 


TOWN GOVERNMENT 


Dump Abuse 


A serious warning was issued 
this week by ‘the board of select- 
men, through its clerk, George H. 
Winslow, to all persons abusing 
the privileges of the new dump on 
Chandler road. Residents along 
the approaches to the dump have 
been complaining for some time 
that refuse is not being transport- 
ed properly to the triangular site 
on Chandler road, so that a large 
amount of it is strewn along the 
highways. 

A letter, being sent to a long 
list of those who the selectmen 
feel should be interested in the 
matter, states that the board hopes 
“that all will be reasonably care- 
ful in the future, and that it may 
not be necessary for the police de- 
partment to become active in the 
matter. 


Just three weeks ago, the old 
dump on High street was closed, 
due to long-standing complaints by 
residents in the vicinity, and a new 
one constructed by local B. P. W. 
workers at the site of an aban- 
doned quarry at the intersection 
of Chandler and Greenwood roads. 

Since the roads leading to the 
new dump are in as good condi- 
tion as any town, it seems evident 
that only carelessness is respon- 
sible for the present disposal 
nuisance.

Of Chairman Howell F. Shepard 


Navy-Coast Guard Merger Causes 
Action; Board Member 8 Years 


The Andover Board of Selectmen and Assessors an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon that it had accepted the 
resignation of Howell F. Shepard, who had served for al- 
most eight years as a member of the board, and for the 
past five as its chairman. 


American Legion, veterans of 
Foreign Wars, the Andover 
Country Club, and the Lake 
Mitchell Trout club of Sharon, 
Vt. 

An enthusiastic outdoorsman, 
he piloted his own airplane for 
several years, and more recent- 
ly skippered his own 47 foot 
launch, the Chat Noir. Last fall, 
at the beginning of the national 
emergency, he turned the boat 
over to the Coast Guard and, 
still later, was appointed a re- 
served officer with the rank of 
Lieutenant. He has been on ac- 
tive duty for the past several 
months, and was in charge of 
the Coast Guard patrol along the 
shore during the recent spec- 
tacular conflagration at the 
Firestone plant in Fall River. 

In making public the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Shepard, the two 
other members of the board, J. 
Everett Collins and Roy HE. 
Hardy, issued the following 
statement: 

The resignation of Howell F. 
Shepard as a member of the 
Board of Selectmen and as an 
Assessor of the Town of An- 
dover has been accepted. This 
act terminates almost eight 
years of service in the real in- 
terests of his town. The resigna- 
tion was tendered after deep, 
sincere, and conscientious 
thought by Mr. Shepard and ac- 
cepted with deep regret by his 
colleagues. 

The following resolutions were 
adopted by J. Everett Collins 
and Roy E. Hardy, both associ- 
ates of Mr. Shepard as Select- 
men and Assessors: 

Resolved, that in accepting 
the resignation of Howell F. 
Shepard as Selectman and As- 
sessor, we do so only because of 
the demands made upon his 
time in the interests of his 
country. His arduous duties in 
the nation’s service have made 
it physically impossible for him 
to continue with us. 

Resolved, that in no perfunc- 
tory sense do we record our 
very deep feeling at our separa- 
tion from our former associate. 
During seven years and eight 
months he has been an outstand- 
ing public servant. His vigor, 
frankness and quickness of de- 
cision and action have always 
been accompanied iby breadth of 
judgment, sincerity, and an in 
nate ability to do the right 
thing. Any constructive sugges- 
tion was immediately  trans- 
formed, ‘by his brain, into an ac- 
tuality. He always did some- 
thing. His love for Andover was, 
and is, deep and abiding. We 
earnestly hope that he may re- 
turn to the service of the town. 

Resolved, that a copy of these

He has been on active duty as 
a lieutenant in the Coast Guard 
for the past several months, and 
his duties commanding his own 
fleet of 11 vessels, manned by 
73 men, caused him to relin- 
quish his duties with the town’s 
governing (board. The Coast 
Guard’s recent consolidation 
with the United States navy is 
believed to have prompted him 
to tender his resignation at this 
particular time. 

He had been only eight years 
a resident of this town when 
first elected to the board in 
1934. Twice re-elected, he be- 
came its chairman in 1936. It 
was the first time he had held 
public office, though, strangely 
enough, his father had been a 
selectman in Pelham, N. H., his 
grandfather in Milford, and his 
great-grandfather also in Mil- 
ford. 

Lieut. Shepard has done a lot 
of interesting things, and seen a 
good bit of the world, in his 45 
years. Born in Milford, he spent 
his boyhood in Wrentham and 
Amherst, and was educated at 
the Horace Mann school in New 
York, and Vermont Academy in 
Saxons River, Vt. In 1917, while 
a student at the Lowell Textile 
Institute, the World War broke 
out. Enlisted in the army as an 
ambulance driver, serving over- 
seas for the duration of the con- 
flict, he was gassed in one en- 
gagement, and returned to the 
United States in April, 1919. 

In 1926, the Watson Park 
Chemical Company was founded, 
and he became its first treasurer. 
Enlarged business brought the 
firm from Boston to a roomier 
plant in Woburn, and later ‘to its 
present quarters in Lowell Junc- 
tion.

The Kind We Need 


It’s so hard to get good public ser- 
vants that to lose one of the best is a 
real hardship. Somewhere off Newport 
Harbor there is now cruising a man who 
gave up the service of his town for the 
larger service of his country. Andover 
cannot begrudge the United States its 
acquiring of the services of Howell 
Shepard for, in these days, the nation 
needs the best, but it is a very serious 
loss to the town. 


There are people here in Andover who 
didn’t like Shep. A public official who 
doesn’t manage to pick up a few ene- 
mies isn’t worth much, for no man can 
please everybody and still be honest to 
his trust. Shep spoke his mind and did 
what he thought was best regardless of 
who you were or what you were. A lot 
of the things that influence some people 
in public life, but that shouldn’t have 
any bearing on official decisions, were 
not even given a moment’s consideration 
by Shep. The thought of whether or not 
he was displeasing people or of whether 
he was losing potential votes by the hun- 
dreds, never entered his mind; to use 
a bit of slang, he just didn’t give a darn. 

That’s the type of man we need, some- 
one who will do what he thinks is right 
regardless of the ultimate consequences 
to himself. We won’t be able to get an- 
other man like Shep, for there can’t be 
two of them, but we certainly should 
keep his qualities in mind when we 
choose his successor. And some day, not 
too far off we hope, Shep will be return- 
ing home from Newport to again be- 
come part of our official life. 


Human Nature and Dumps 

It’s a funny thing about sidewalks. 
You can place them in the most artistic 
way from the viewpoint of landscape 
gardening, but if they don’t happen to 
be the shortest distance between two

points you’ll find that it’s the straight 
line and not your sidewalks which the 
public traverses. From the viewpoint of 
practicability the best thing to do is to 
let your sidewalk cut the corner if the 
public is going to anyway. 

The same situation applies apparently 
to public dumps. If the dump is in a far 
distant or inaccessible place, chances 
are that the public will, in a sense, cut 
corners. That’s just what Andover’s 
residents have been doing apparently, 
for many complaints have come in 
about indiscriminate dumping of refuse 
since the public dump was transferred 
to West Andover. Of course people 
shouldn’t, but people will, and we have 
to face that fact. We can put up signs, 
but usually not an awful lot of attention 
is paid to signs unless there’s a police 
officer there to enforce them, and ob- 
viously it is an impossibility to patrol 
the hundred miles of Andover roads to 
prevent illegal dumping. 

Something will have to be done to take 
care of this problem and the solution 
will have to take into consideration the 
factor of human nature. Refuse has to 
be dumped, even by people who can’t 
afford to have it carted away. Now, 
four months before town meeting, is not 
too soon for some group to make a really 
thorough study of the matter of proper 
collection and disposal of waste. 


Time To Retire Poor Officials 


Did you notice what a remarkable 
campaign for re-election James Michael 
Curley waged this week in Boston? Of 
course, all the thinking people of Bos- 
ton and of the state did not give him a 
chance because of his past record which 
really does not merit re-election, but the 
trouble in this Democracy is that the 
thinking people just think and don’t 
bother to do anything about it, whereas 
the type of voter to whom James 
Michael Curley appeals is bound to go to 
the polls. The trouble in Boston Tuesday 
very probably was that the people who 
normally would vote for Mayor Tobin 
were sure that nobody would vote for 
Mr. Curley and so they didn’t bother to 
go to the polls to vote for Mr. Tobin. If 
Mr. Curley had been elected and Boston 
had had two more years similar to those 
it has already gone through under the 
Curley regime, it would have been only 
the voters who would have, but did not, 
vote for Mr. Tobin that would have been 
to blame. 

The same thing is happening every- 
where. We choose our public officials 
with minimum regard for common 
sense. They do it in Lawrence and don’t 
let’s fool ourselves—we do it here. 

What can be done about it? We don’t 
have to educate the uneducated people 
to go to the polls, for they manage to 
get their emotions all worked up about 
some colorful but unworthy character, 
and they make a definite point of voting. 
But the educated people apparently do 
have to be educated to the wisdom of 


going to vote. It seems that with the 
acquirement of education there comes a 
feeling that an awful lot of things are 
unimportant, that it’s silly to waste 
time going to vote. But we all have a 
duty to choose our public officers wisely, 
If we don’t, we’re the ones that will 
suffer. 

Until such time as the average intelli- 
gent citizen considers his voting privi- 
lege a duty, there are one or two other 
things which could be done by legisla- 
tive action to improve the character of 
our office holders. Certainly any man 
who has been convicted of misdemeanor 
in office such as selling jobs or reaping 
a harvest of funds from governmental 
contracts should not even be allowed to 
put his name before the people, for cer- 
tainly enough of the people apparently 
are motivated by sympathy to give a 
substantial number of votes to a man 
upon whom the law has been forced to 
crack down. Then, furthermore, the 
legislature could also do something 
about making the elective part of our 
officialdom subject to the same type of 
requirements that have been set up for 
civil service in appointive offices. If all 
our office holders had to pass some sort 
of a test before their names went on the 
ballot, probably 50% of the candidates 
would never make the grade. 

These suggestions are good ones and 
yet they should not be necessary, for, 
after all, any voter who would cast a 
ballot for a man who has been convicted 
of a misdemeanor or a man who lacks 
the intellectual background for proper 
management of an office, is certainly 
unable to properly handle a privilege 
that our Democracy has given him. 


The Town's Victory 

Governor Saltonstall last week affixed 
his signature to a bill which to many 
people in the state might have seemed 
a matter of unconcern but which to us 
here in Andover was the most important 
piece of legislation affecting our busin- 
ess life that has come up before the 
General Court in some time. Congratu- 
lations are due our local insurance of- 
fices, the Merrimack and the Cambridge, 
for the tremendous impetus which will 
be given their business by the passing 
of the non-assessable policy bill, and 
congratulations are due the town, too, 
for anything that helps a local business 
helps Andover. 

Staunch supporters in the legislature 
nelped enact the law which now puts 
Massachusetts mutuals on the same 
footing that the mutuals of the other 
47 states are on. Their support for this 
measure merits them our support. 
The only disappointment was Senator 
Babcock, who although he represents 
this district, did not apparently realize 
how strongly we here in Andover felt 
about it and how very much it affected 
this town, one of his towns. His failure 
to assist was the more marked because 
of the loyal support of not only every 
other man representing Andover, but 0!

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Old Age and Happiness 


Sermonette by Rev. George B. Frost 


I think it true that the vast ma- 


jority of mankind wish to live to a 
ripe old age. They take hope for 
so doing from the fact that, by the 
aid of scientific surgery and the 
discovery of the causes and pre- 
vention of many hitherto danger- 
ous diseases, longevity lies within 
the scope of human expectation. 


Yet, by some mysterious anoma- 
ly, most persons shrink from the 
thought of becoming old, and so, 
while it is true that both joy and 
sorrow accompany each period of 
our lives, it may be comforting to 
ignore for a ‘time the sorrows inci- 
dent to old age, and to stress some 
of its unique joys. 

First among these is leisure— 
leisure to follow pursuits crowded 
out by the pressure of earlier com- 
petitive activities. No one expects 
a man of eighty years to pull and 
sweat in life’s furrow. His strenu- 
ous trail is ended. His responsi- 
bility as a wage-earner, a manu- 
facturer, a statesman, orator or 
painter belong solely to his earlier 
years. While it is true that men 
like Goethe, Gladstone, Whittier 
and a few others have toiled hard 
at eighty, such men are exceptions.

Old 
age is the time we empty our pock- 
ets of worthless rubbage. 

So, all of you who stand with 
blanched faces before your mirror 
and trace the unhidden signs left 
there by time, I would remind that 
old age holds for you joys found in 
no other period of life. Move {or- 
ward with chins up, assured ‘that 
your human soul can never be bDit- 
ten by the “tooth of Time.”
